NOTICE OF SARL SPECIAL GENERAL MEETING 


Notice is hereby given that in terms of Rule 12.3 of the Constitution and Rules of 
the SARL, a Special General Meeting of the SARL will be held at the National 
Amateur Radio Centre, SENTECH Grounds, Johannesburg, on Saturday 21 
June 2003 commencing at 09:00. Registration and submission of proxies will 
commence at 08:00. 


The meeting is convened as a directive from the members present at the Annual 
General Meeting held in Bloemfontein on 29 March 2003, where the Council 
Budget Proposals were rejected by the majority of those members and proxies. 


The purpose of the meeting is for the continuation of AGM Business to consider 
the Budget Proposal for 2004 and the Subscription Proposal for 2004. (Items 
8.5, 8.6, and 8.7 under the said AGM Agenda). 


SECRETARY OF THE COUNCIL RESIGNS 


Laurie Devereux, ZS5DL, resigned from his post of Secretary of the SARL Coun- 
cil as he feels that due to a fall some time ago, in which he suffered a broken 
arm, he cannot fulfill his secretarial duties satisfactorily. He however continues 
as a Councillor. We wish Laurie a speedy and full recovery. 


IMPORTANT NOTICE - SECOND SGM CONVENED FOR 21st JUNE 


A special general meeting has been called by 30 members from Cape Town in 
terms of Section 8.2, 12.1 and 16.14.iv of the rules of the SARL. In terms of 
the SARL rules the meeting should take place six weeks after receipt of such 
a request, which is 24 June 2003. As the SGM called at the AGM has been 
arranged for the 21 June 2003, and for the sake of expediency, the second SGM. 
will be arranged after the conclusion of the first SGM and a Council meeting 
immediately thereafter, at which a new President, Vice-President and Secretary 
will be elected. 


NOMINATIONS TO COUNCIL 


There are currently three vacancies on Council due to the resignation of the 
President and two other vacant seats. In terms of Rule 16.2 nominations for 
candidates are invited from members of the SARL to fill these vacancies. Should 
more than 3 nominations be received a ballot will be held. 


Each nomination must contain the following: 


1. Full names, callsign and address of nominee; 

2. An amateur radio related CV of not more than 200 words; 

3. A signed declaration by the nominee that he/she will accept nomination 
and serve on the Council of the SARL if elected; 

4. A proposer and seconder must sign each nomination; 

5. Only fully paid-up members (Rule 16.3 as amended at the AGM on 29 
March 2003) of the SARL may be nominated, propose and second a nom- 
ination. 


The nominations must reach the Secretary by no later than close of business at 
13:00 on 18 June 2003. The nominations must be addressed to The Secretary, 
SARL and mailed to P O Box 1721, Strubensvallei, 1735 as well as faxed to 011 
675 2793. 


SARL RESTRUCTURING INITIATIVE 2003 


Following the rejection of the proposed budget and subscriptions at the 2003 
AGM, a group of concerned SARL members has set up a special committee. 
The objective of this Committee is “to investigate all aspects of the SARL and 
produce one or more alternatives for restructuring the organization to better 
serve amateur radio in South Africa in the future.” 


The committee has been appointed by the Council in terms of Rule 16.35 [xiii], 
and will report back to Council and to all members of the SARL. It is hoped 
to be able to provide an interim report at the SGM on 21st June. The first 


meeting was held last Monday 2nd June and meetings will continue on a weekly 
basis. 


Members have been drawn from around the country to make the committee 
representative of all views, and currently consists of 11 participants. The com- 
mittee is conducting its meetings using teleconferencing and email, and it is 
clearly not practical to make the committee too large. However, if you feel that 
you or someone within your club can add value to the process please contact 
the convenors as follows:

PEARS MICROWAVE & DIGITAL CONTEST NEXT WEEKEND 


The first-ever Microwave contest in the RSA, running concurrently with the 
second Digital contest, will take place from 18:00 CAT on Friday 13 June until 
Sunday 15 June. 


The microwave contest features both terrestrial and EME categories and covers 
the 1,3 - 2,3 - 5,6 - 10 - 24 and 47 GHz bands. CW or any analogue mode 
may be used. The Digital contest also includes the abovementioned categories 
but covers 50, 144, 432 and 1 296 MHz bands where JT6M, JT44, PSK31 and 
WSJT are permitted. 


The 48 hour contest over the long weekend may offer wonderful opportunities 
to establish very long distance records, especially where Rover operators are 
active. 


OPEN DAY AT WEST RAND FOR HOME CONSTRUCTORS
